We have been favoured with an early copy of Mr. 
H'Diarniid's new work, entitled "Sketches from Na- 
ture," It is divided into two parts, the first of which 
contains anecdotes illustrative of the habits of various 
Annuals ; and the second, Fragments of Scottish sce- 
nery and manners. 

There is preparing for publication. Memoirs of the 
late Bight Rev. Bishop Sandford, with extracts from 
his Diary, Correspondence, and Sermons, by the Rev. 
John Sandford, A.M. Vicar of Chillingham. 

The author of " The Morning- and Evening 1 Sacri-
